by maiL Such. payment must be in cash,'.
check, or money order made payable to
the Re~ter of Copyrights. Cash should
not be sent by maiL however.

A request for special handling will be.
granted only in cases involving pending.
or prospective litigation, customs
matters, or contract or publishing
deadlines that necessitate the expedited
issuance of a certificate. Special
handling procedures may be applied to
cases-pending in the Copyrig'nt Office,
provided the previously menffoned.
